HOW THE TEXANS FARED. 


Impossible lo Give Students Best Train­ 


ing in Judging Live 
Stock 


Under PresentConditions. 


College Station, Tex., Dec. 12— 
Prof. F. R. Marshall and his team 
of stock judges have just returned 
from the International Fat Stock 
Show at Chicago. 
The team which 
was composed of A. C. Burns, K. 
P. Van Zandt, W . W. White, J. 
M. Chambers and R. H. Hodges, 
made a creditable showing, though 
not as good as Texas should make 
in a contest of that sort. 
In judg­ 
ing 
horses 
Texas 
took 
second 
place, tieing beaten only by Iowa, 
and defeating Ohio which took first 
place last year. 
In judging hogs 
the Texas team was beaten 
by 
three teams, but defeated Iowa, 
which is usually very strong and is 
situated in the very heart of the 
corn aud hog belt. 
In judiug cat­ 
tle and sheep this institution did. 
not show up so well and dropped 
to sixth place. 
While the team has returned not 
without honors, it is freely admit­ 
ted that Texas should do much 
better. 
With live stock interests 
valued at nearly $300,000,000,T ex­ 
as is the leading cattle producing 
state, and her sons should be able 
to compete with the best the coun­ 
try affords in a contest where 
knowledge of live stock is required. 
That they have not done so is not 
the fault of the students, Prof. 
Marshall asserts, as they are as 
capable and earnest as any young 
men in the country. 
The whole 
trouble is that with the present 
equipment in live stock it is abso­ 
lutely impossible for students to be 
given the highest type of training 
in stock judging and kindred sub­ 
jects here at the Texas Agricultur­ 
al and Mechanical college. Ability 
as a stock judge results from an 
absolute familiarity with the best 
types of animals of various kinds 
and different breeds. 
The defic­ 
iency in the equipment of the col-! 
lege in this important particular 
has been remedied in part by al­ 
lowing the classes in Animal hus­ 
bandry to visit the fairs and study 
the animals on exhibit there, but 
this plan is very unsatisfactory to 
the teacher and expensive for the 
student.
